1, The frout or stamped side of the card to be for the address oly, in 
addition to the words “ POST CARD.” ‘There must be nothing else writéen, 
printed, or otherwise impressed on the front side of the card, nor must 
there be any writing or printing across the stamp. On the reverse side 
any communication, whether of the nature of a letter or otherwise, may be 
written or printed. Nothing whatever may be attached, nor may the 
ecard be tolded, cut, or in any other respect altered. 

8, Should a Post Card be observed to bear apon it anything of an ob-

From “' Diéeho de ta Timbrolagie.” 
(Translated by A. L.} 

Tor people, whose correspondence extends over the greater part of 
the eivilized world, aud who frequently have short messages to commuut- 
cate to their correspondents, such as simple tnformation, queries, com- 
mercial notices, &c., tle postal card is, without exeeption, the most con- 
venient mode of communication which the Post Offices have placed at 
their disposal. With a card at hand, one saves the time of folding a 
sheet of paper, to place it in an envelope, to sea! this envelope and to at- 
tach wv postage stamp. Furthermore, tt is quite an economy to use them 
whenever practicable, for the price is only two-thirds of the cost of an 
ordinary letter (in Pranee at least), and the cost of paper and envelope is 
saved. One will say perhaps that outside of the saving in postage 
the rest is not worth mentioning. Yes, this may be trne when one 
writes a letter now and then. But, take the merchant, the publisher 
of a magazine, who las to write twenty, thirty or more letters a day, 
whose time is limited, who has to do the same work to-morrow and the 
next day and so on every day, these small economies, added day after 
day, make up quite a respectable sum in course of time. 

Every one knows that postal cards areof a relatively recent invention. 
The first were introduced in the posts of Austria and placed on sale on 
the first of October, 1869, the proposition for their introduction having 
been made to the Administration by Prof. KE. Hermann, WWowever, the 
firstidea of them did not originate with him. The honor of the invention 
is due to Dr. Stephan, Director of the Posts of Germany, on the subject 
of which he had presented a memoir before the fifth Postal Convention, 
held at Karlsruhe (Baden) in 1865. 

The project of Dr, Stephan set forth the issning of a “ Post-Blatt,” 
post leaf, destined to pass through the mails without cover at aredaced 
rate of postage, and to have the address only on oe side, the message on 
the other. This was indeed the idea of our present postal card. 

Nevertheless the idea, for one reason or another, was pot adopted in 
Germany at that period, and it was probably this indifferenee which in- 
spired Prof. Hermann to make.a proposition of the same nature to the 
Administration of the Austrian Posts. 

These first cards, some of which are quite rare to-day, bore the yellow 
stamp of 2 kr. type of the adlesives of 1867. 

This reduction from the letter rate of postage resulted in an unforeseen 
siccess; during the last quarter of 1869 nearly 3,000,000 of cards were 
solil. 

The favor with which this new mode of correspondence was received 
in Austria attracted the attention of other countries. The North Germai 
Confederation was the first to follow, cards being put in circulation there 
on the first of July, 1870. 

‘The success here was not less than in Austria: On the day when they 
were placed on sale the Post Offices were literally besieged by the publie, 
ald at Berlin alone 50,000 were sold on that day. 

The postal card was not long to find favor in Europe. After the Ger- 
man States they were introduced iu Belgium, Great Britain, Luxemburg, 
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Switzerland, Denmark, Sweden, and Norway in 1870 and 1871. In 1872 
Russia fell in line, France did not issue cards until the first of January, 
1878. It is true there was considerable delay here, but what better could 
be expected after the disasters of the Franco-German Wart Neverthe- 
less, Franee was not the last of the Enropean countries; Spain and Ltaly 
did not issue their first cards until 1874, Greece in 1876, Turkey in 1877, 
Portugal in 1878, Bulgaria in 1880, &e. 

The different countries of America were not long in imitating those of 
Europe. From 1872 to 1880 nearly all had furnished their populations 
with the postal card. Those which had not yet introduced this reform in 
their postal service were evidently prevented from doiug so by reason of 
their finances. Anyway, they have now all supplied this deficiency. 

To-day there is no country, small as it may be, scant as its postal reve- 
nnes may be, which is without the postal card. 

It may be in place, however, to cite a few Asiutic countries, notably 
China, where the card las not found favor. But China, which remains 
immutable with its six postage stamps, is an exceptional country, and its 
inhabitants, indolent as they are, are refractory to all progress, Anyway, 
before another century rolls zround, they too will be enlisted. 

From an esthetic point of view, or, in other words, in the eye of the 
collector, there are great differences in the designs of postal cards; gems of 
art, tasty designs, and some which just answer the purpose for which they 
were printed, ‘This type is represented by the cards af France and Tunis 
(and the United States of America.—#a.). Cards like these make a very 
poor effect in a collection. To advance one step higher we have ecards 
bearing tasty inscriptions, and in some cases the arms of the country in 
addition to the stamp, such as Bavaria, Luxemburg, Holland, Russia, 
Belgium, &¢. Next in the line of beanty come the cards with a frame, 
such as Norway, Austria, Bulgaria, Japan, Denmark, Iceland, &e. Last, 
but not least, we will meution the beautiful cards of some American 
countries, which are perfect geins of art: Newfoundiand, Honduras, 
Guatemala, Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Brazil, Bolivia, Hawati, d&e. 
There is # vast difference between these and the first type described. 

Nearly all countries included in the Universal Postal Union have 
two denominations of single cards, one for abroad, the other for inland 
correspondence, of whieh the difference in price, asa rule, is as one to 
two. Nevertheless there is one exception te this general rule: France 
has but one ecard, aud this is used for correspondence with a fellow citizen 
as well as with an inhabitant of the most distant country of the world. 
Itis always the same price; 10 centimes. 

This difference is especially striking when itis taken into consideration 
that neariy all countries have cards for inland correspondence, the price 
of which is just oue-half of those for abroad. 

For instance: Keigium and Switzerland have cards of 5 centimes, 
Italy, 5 centesimi, Spain 5 centesimos, Tolland 24 cents, Austria 2 kr., 
Roumania 5 bani, Great Britain 4d., Canada, United States, Newfournd- 
land and Hawaii I cent, all of which are eqnivalent to 5 centimes. 

Nearly all countries now have double cards. They are two ordinary 
eards (but frequently different in eolor from the single), folded in the cen- 
tre; oue serves for the message, the other for the reply. 
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The price in Frauece is 20 centimes, which is the fixed rate for double 
cards in the Postal Union, the rate in other countries being the equivalent, 
or nearly so. 

In accordance with the terms of an article of the postal convention, 
these ecards circulate to and from any country in the Postal Union. 

The postal card bas met with universal favor, the best proof of which 
is the immense quantities used annually. Statistics show that during the 
year 1886 the postal cards used in all countries of the world reached the 
enormous figure of 1 miliiard 77 millions, 1,077,000,000.
